Francisco Genez Salvador, known as ' Pelll

wter,” and Jose GQongales y Fernandez, known h{
tne name ol “Gongales,” who were convioter
last week of the morder of Jose Garoia Utero,
on the 22d of November last, in the City Park ot
Brooklyn, were brought up thwe morming in the
Court of Oyer and Terminer to receive their
sentence,  As has been the cnge sinos the com-
mencement of the (rials, the court-houss was
crowded almost to suffocation, and the hallway
and vestibule were alao filled,

The priscnore were brought in about & quarter
past ten o'clock, and, nner the usunl questions,
wure brought berore the bar of the Court, when
Judge Gilbert nddressed them as follows, his
remoarks belng Intergreted to the prisoners:—

*“You, Gonralese annd Salvador, have been
convicted of the murder of Senor (tero. You
are foreigners, Llaving sought the hospitality of
the country, You abused it, and by the commis-
fion ol this crime you shocked the sense of
BECurity ol a lurp:cgmniou of its pmﬂc. Your
victim was one of yvour own counteymen, n
companion sud friend, Youdeliberately tormed
a conspiraey to nssassinate him, and then lured
him to a secluded part of the eity and exeonted

our wicked parpose In 8 munner showing

{hv most atroclous crime. Notwithstanding ail
thie, cach of you bas had a separste trial, with
the same forms and solemnities, and under all
the safegunrds adapled to insure fairness and
impartinlity which the State atfords to any of its
own citizens, You have had wble counsel, and
toey have lnbored assiduously in your delense,
but a vawe The proots o your guilt were olear

and overwhelming, The resulr In ench case 18 n
vordhet of guilty of murder in tae first degree.
In this the Court fully concuars. While we de-
plore therum you have thus brought upon your.
selves, we onn offer you no convolstion, We have
roflectod upon the evidencs, but are unable to
find n single circumstancs which ean pailiate tne
enor ity of your guilt, Wo hope, however, that
the lessons impacted by these trinls mag nou be
lost upon those who have crowded thiz hall
during their progress, and who are now here in
guch lorge numboers to witness this elosing seene,
The example of switt detection and sure con-
demnition wheh your situation now wilords, i
a terrille warnlng of the extremo danger o
violating the law. This country is Iree and open
tor people of all lande, It institutions rest on
the prineiple of universal liberty. Yeb it isa
Government of luws, which shiel | the innocent
while ferreting ous and punishing the pulty, It
invites all of every name and tongoe to partake
0! the privileges and blessings which Providenee
here bestows, nnd while 1% protects all alike in
the enjoyment of them, it demands from all alike
obedience 1o the luws, and honest aid 1n uphold-
ing the arms ot lawinul snothority, snd m presery.
iug the public peace and security. )

law for the horrid crime of which you have been
convicted 1s desth, Such will be your doom,

e sentence of the Court In ench of your

cases s that you be taken to the plaer whence

\hree in the aftesncon, you be nanged by the
neck until you are dond,”

The prisoners did not betray the least emotion
during the delivery of the sentence, nnd were to
all uppearance the most unconcernaed persons in

A Letter to Feninons on Fenianism,

To the Editor ot the World:—It s o duty I
owe to my tellow-Irishicen to state my views
frankly and feurlessly regardivg the Femnn
organization and moveinent now existing in this
country and Ireland, In connection with this
portion ol my letter, I propose w examine the
strengt hund resources ot the Dritish Empire.
Every Irishman can then judse for himself.
Have the Feplan leaders impartially weiehed
over in their minds the tremendous power of
Grent Britain? 11 they nave, have they placed
the facts berore the Imeh people ?

The subjects of Englunds Queen smount to
about two hundred and twenty millions of souls,
It s caleulnted that one in six is cupable ol beur-
ing mome, 11 this ealeulation be correct, it gives
her upwards of thirty-«ix milioas of able-bodied
men, She uses one portion ol her subiects to
keep avother or other portions in subjection,
and she uaes one race to conguer another —nmone
more so than the Irish. Bhe holds all the keys
that command the sen und ocean thoroughfares,
In the Mediterrancan she owos the strongly
fornfied Island ol Muita, ss well as the Rock of
Gibraitar, that communds the entrance into the
same sen, She possesses Aden, one hundred
miles enst of the Strait of Bub el Mandel, or Gate
ol Tears, dnd thus conlrols the Red Sea; and,
per consequence, the Indian Ocean and Perdlan
Gult, From Hindoo Cush to Cape Comorin, snd
from the mouths of the Indus to those of the
Ganges, she bholds upwards of one hundeed mil-
lionx of the dark races in subjection, with about
thirty thousand white Celts and Saxons. To the
west of the Punjaub her sway Is omunipotent in
Afghanistan and Beloochistan, and she controls
the destinies of Farher India; indeed, Burmah
and Sintn may be considered 08 outposts of her
empire, Sailing from the Gult of Manacur and
Palks Channel, with the beautiful Islaud ol
Ceylon on the south, which I8 al=o hers, in a
northeasterly direction, we arrive at the English
province of Arracap. Shaping the ship's course
southerly, we pass by the Britlsh territory, Ten-
nggerin, and arrive at Mulacca Biraits, On the
west const of the Malayan Peninsula she owns
Malaccn colony.,  Still farther on she owns
the strongly fortified Isle of Singapore, which
commands the straits of that pume, and
therelore the entrance into the Chinese Sea.
Blhe owns the lsle of Hong Kong, at the
mouth of the Hong Kong river, and can at
any moment blockade Caplon city, Bhe has
hier grasp upon Ching, and before she s done
she will absorb it, as she has done Indla, It is
with her a8 mere motter of time, Bhe reasons
not for the hour, but tor the future agerandize-
ment of her émpire. The island-continent of
Augiralia i8 hers, so are New Guines and Van
Dieman’s Land; she has established her au-
thority In the great 1sle ot Borneo, She owns the
Isle of Agcension, and waters her ehips at St
Helena, The Mauritius, west of Madseascar, is
hers, From the Cape of Good Hope sall along
the western const almost to the river Senegal,
and we find ber colonies of Gambia, Sierra Leone,
and Fernwudo Poj indeed, for a thousand miles
along this const the nativea dread her power,
Along the eastern coast the English Inluence
is ppzamount. She owns British Guisna, on the
North Pacltic—n coumtry two-andahuall times as
large as Ireland. She owns the Palkland Isles,
about three hundred mides from Cape Horn.
Honduras furnishes her her ormamoentsl woods,
Finally, she owns the Dahumas Islands und
Jumnica, Soch I# 4 briel sketeh of the extent
of the toreign domiuions of Great Britain, Let
ug look at her strength from another s*snd-point,
Bhe epends three Lundred millions of dollars o
Yeur to lrm‘ her army, her navy, her clvil ser
vice, and Lhe Interest of her national debt, Her
navy consists ol Hve huyndred ships of war; her
army 6, at least, hatfaemillion of all arims,

I desire ol the Fenn lenders (o inquire who
Rr(: the mwen who thus govern so larce a part of
the globe. Are they Baxons? no; are they Ceits?
no; ure they of the Bemitic rave? no; or Huy-
maritic? no, They are the descendants of those
toryible Vikings who lod the peopie, or rather
pirates of the north of Europs, and who have
raviged ite tnlrest countries in the sighth, ninth,
tonth, nod eleventh centorics of our erg,  In the
early part of the tenth century, Rolw, one of
these fleree” marnuders, obtained o settlemont
upon the nerthwest copst of Franco, where he
lovated his Norman fréebooting followers, He
established hie dukedom on s firm basis, and gave

In the early part of the eleventh
century Edward I conquersd Wales; six eentu-
rica Inter Seotland becsme practically s part of
Bugland under Jaumes I, There I8 in reshity no
English, Irigh, Bcoteh, or Welsh people, I
grant that there are artisans and possants who
are permitted by their Norman lords to work aod
to eke out & miverable axlstonce. This Norman
race 18 brave, wise tor it own intereste, crafty,
cruel, and avaricions, Look &t the warg of the
Roscs and see Lhis craoelly, bravery, and ava-
rice,  Polotiers, Cressy, and Aglnconrt attest
this bravery in former timos, and Waterloo,
which decided the modern Cwsar’s fate, was
won by Wellington, n lineal descondant of a
Norman chief.
